Specification

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated by 
Nagase (JP 2003-167385). Nagase is incorporated by reference on page 128 of the 
specification. The inventive entity is different and therefore applies under 35 U.S.C. 
102(a). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-20 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over each of Yamaga (5,693,445) or 
Sato (5,645,967). Each of Yamaga (claims) and Sato (col. 5) teach toner compositions 
that contain colorants of the instant invention. It is inherent that horizontal diameter of 
the colorant is between 10 and 500 nm and would have the desired ratio. In the 
alternative, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to adjust 
colorant size because of the known effect of such colorants in similar toner applications 
and the expectation of similar results.
